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Through contacts in the communications censorship system established in 
Argentina,* Bolivian Movimiento Nacionalista Revolucionario (MNR) exiles 
in Argentina have access to mail entering and leaving the country. Source 
states that Carlos Victor Aramayo of the Bolivian Aramayo Mines recently 
wrote a letter to a friend in Buenos Aires. The letter was apparently 
opened by Argentine censorship authorities and made available to MNR ex- 
iles, for excerpts concerning the political situation In Bolivia were. 
reproduced and distributed among MNR members in Buenos Aires. The letter 


was then delivered to the addregsee. 


Guillermo Arinez Velasco, a former captain of enginesrs in the Bolivian 
amy and at present an MNR exile in Brazil, traveled by air from Corumba 
to Buenos Aires on 2) February. Arinez stayed at the Hotel Roma, where a 
banquet was held on 10 March by the MNR group. One of the purposes of 
this banquet was to create goodwill among MNR exiles and to heal a breach 
which has developed between MNF leader Victor Paz Eatenssoro and his 
fellow-exile Jose Celestino Pinto, Despite the difficult financial situa- 
tion of the MNR exiles, the banquet was conducted on a rather lavish scale. 
Arinez returned to Corumba by air on 20 March,
